of the kind which had before appeared. Ifc thought thafc Allieri’s Dictionary (wlneh un¬ 
doubtedly far furpalled in merit fhofe of Floricf and Torriano) ^as defective, both in the' 
number of words, and the cx^d definition <Jf them: add having rcfolved to preface both 
volumes with a concife Grammar for the ufe of thole who were not initiated in either 
language, he declared in the faid preface, tjjAt in tfie grammatical labyrinth* l3odor Johnftm 
in the Englifh, and Buonmattci in the Italian, had been his faithful guides. 

Mr. Ricci Rota, who pnjiliflicd the Second edition of this work, in like manner Sffured 
the public,*that lie had added fevcral ultlul words to it, given the explanations which were!" 
w anting, corroded various omillions, and placccVthe accents in their proper places. ■ 

1 entertain no with to offer my opinion on that publication, or refpeding the zeal of either 
author. In a work whereon England aiyl Italy Ii#ve fully decided,, my opyfiun would be 
liiperfluous and utifcafonablc. But it may be permitted ine to reprefent the advantages, how 
ever trifling, which this third edition, I have ljad the honour to fuperintend, poflfeffes over 
the two which preceded it. 

The Company of Bookfdlers, proprietors of the Dictionary, have not deemed it proper t<** 
make any alterations, eitlicr in the foundation or fcaffolding of the Vork ; fo that if the public 
has, in that refpecl, difeovered any gbiring defedts in the two former editions, I am forry to 
acknowledge that the prelent will not be exempt from them. With £poi^er fo *cireumlcribed£ 
my zeal has alone been permitted to exert itfelf on trifling words: reflecting thefe, 1 am conr 
viuecd that I have made the following inq?roveraents: m 

ill. Under a Angle Englifli woM, fevcral Italiali words were frequently accumulated, by 
my predeceflbrs reprefente^ as fynonimous ; but which, by attending to the correfpqpdeuce of 
the words to the tenfe, are evidently not* fo. Great attention was requifite to remove thifr 
defect, fo prejudicial to all pcrlbns fludying a foreign tongue. I have therefore befen careful 
that each word in one language fliould accord with its cojvcfpondent term in the other; that :

* 4 th. Innumerable definitions arc amended, It grieves ifie to aflert that Mr. Baretti in this 

Telpedt was exceedingly negligent. Who would intoginc, for inflam e, that he could have-confufed 
“ ritmo’* with “ rhna ” •—f aratro ” with “ 'voraere ?'* Thcfe errors were more than elfewhere 
intolerable in the nomenclature of the civil antj'canonical law* According to him, thcfe were 
fynonimous: and proceffi "—“ pretore," and ** giud'tce ”—“ “ benefieio and “ com- 

vtttnda "—“ ofiiario," and “ fortbuijo "—“ melropodUimfi, and primate” and fo many others,

I have fomc reafon 
to fuppofe that Mr.«Barctti inerted them merely to difplay his* know ledge of the Florentine 
faymgs, nQt only unintelligible to the Italians in general, but etfeu to the Tulcans themfelves 
out of Florence. Some of thefc are now corrected, others obliterated The fame care I 
have evinced iq the revjfioiC of thofe phrases or explanations wherein an ill-timed affectation 
of incredulity tended to revile or ridicule the Catholic religion. This may have been noticed in 
the preceding editions, under the heads, aur'icuiat confejfim , infidel. , inquifiiion, purgatory, &c.

With regard 
to the words themfelves, they were often fo falfcly fpclled, * as to have become quite 
Unintelligible/ and hot infrequently to have conveyed a meaning totally different from their 
true fignification, It may appear almofl a paradox to affert that thele errors exceeded the 
number of two thoufand j that various fheets contained as many as fifty, and none fewer 
than tin. • » f 

In the.future editions of this dictionary, I hope that forne of,my fncccffors will polfefi 
more extended powers; and that, availing themfelvcl of the wonderful improvements which the 
philofophical fciencc of language has undergone in our days, they will know how to beftow,thai 
degree of perfection nvhich tuch a work is capable of receiving. . %

*■ Of V*E ftSIFICATION. 

Vcrfification is the arrangement of a cer¬ 
tain number of fyllables, according to certain 
laws ; and/a verfe is a line confifting of a 
particular fuccefiion of founds and a number 
of fyllables.

// That we may therefore avoid uniformity 
In our verfification, wo place our accents in 
different manners, fonjetimes on even, fome- 
times on •uneven fyllables; fometimes the 
very firft fyllable of the verfe is forcibly ac¬ 
cented, and fometimes the necelfary rapidity, 
of utterance gives no room at ail fop accents 
until we reach the fourth, fifth, and even 
fixth reliable. The accents fometimes are 
diflant, fometimes they meet; now ftrongcr, 
now foftcr, as chance or fkill directs ; *as the 
following verfos will fliew, in which I h»\c 
marked the vowels on which the accents 
fall.

By thefe linesthereader may eafilytfee that 
Arioflo was far from thinking that Ifarmony 
required conftant falh§, of accents <6n wen 
lyllables; aftd thougK he c livid not long 
enough to po?ilh all his lines, and augment the 
r roufiralncfs of many, whole numbers are none 
of .the beft, becaulc fometimes two, , fom.e- 
times three vowels clafh too hat'd again ft one 
another, yet the generality &f,thc Italians are 
more plealed with this judicious varijiy.of ca¬ 
dences, than with the almoiucouflant mono¬ 
tony of*TafiTo, who fcarccly dared to pjace an 
accent on an uneven' fyllable. f « 

The tenth fyllable is the only* one that nc- 
ceflarily requires an accent, otherwife the 
verlb would end with a daily ie 1 ox Jlippery 
4 Luord (parol a Jclnurlola) as we call it, and in 
this cafe the metre woqld be entirely, dc- 
ftroyed, and the verlb become prole: it is, 
-however, not ablblutely neceliary that fuch 
accent be very ftrong. # 

Our fir ft verfifigators frequently interfperf- 
qd in their poems an endef afyllable by the 
moderns called broken (fcavezzo), in xvlfich r 
the ftrong accents fall on the fourth, the fe- 
venth, and the tenth. fJLuigi' Pulci in, his 
Morgante has even whole ftarvzas confiding of 
fuch cndccalyllables, and this is one out of 
the twenty-feventh Canto.

Dante was not averfe to fuch vcrfes/^Pe- 
trarca leemed to avoid them carefully, Ario- 
fto has ufed them sparingly, Berni in his Or¬ 
lando hinamorato has a great many, but Taf- 
fo in his Gerufalemme has not one. Our ver- 
fibers (poets we feafeely have had bne fince 
Taflo) haveabftained from ufing broken verfes 
from the beginning of the laft century; but 
I fee them revived by feme living authors, 
namely Giancarlo t Pafieroni, the two brothers 
Carlo and Gafparo Gozzi, and Vittore Vet- 
tori, whom I think pofterity will rank amongft 
poets, Thefe gentlemeq are. not t averfe to. 
them in U\ofe compofitions in,which they 


ffchiefiy a'im at the ftyl< cither of ©ante in 
Tertous, or of Berni in burlefque and fetirical 
poetry; and it is in thofe two ftyles that thra 
C verfc, in i»y Opinion, lias a good cfteb\, if not 
toolaviflify ufed. , » 

Out of our cndecafyllable, two verfes are 
produced wlych we, perhaps improperly, call 
likewife endecalyltables. One of thefe is 
made by adding one tillable, the other by 
hutting off one. Th$ firft wo call en’icqfstUa- 
bo jdrliceiolo, becaute it endg with one of thole 
words that we call parole fdrkcciole or daily lest, 
the other cndecafs'dlabo tronco, becaufe it ends 
with a truncated word, that is, a word with au 
accent oft its laft vowel. 

. None of thefe endccafyllables has any great 
harmony, j.efpecially the fecond, which never 
lias been ufed by any writer of any name. 
We find it very fpariugly lcattered in Epick 
poetry by Dante, Petrarea, Pulci, A'fejio, 
and Berni, and if I remember well, the fe¬ 
ver© Taflo never employed it once. Some 
petty rhymers in the lall century wrote feme 
contemptible fonnets in this puerile metre, of 
which, for the fatisfatflion of the reader, I give 
here as a fpecimen the beginning of one which 
feemed*admirable to me when I was a Ichool- 
boy; and as my memory will not liiMgcli me a 
better, the reader niuft have patience, and be 
contented with this:

The endecafstllabo fdrucciolo, which one may 
call in Englifli the Jlippery endecafyliable 9 
though not much better than the truncated, 
has been chiefly ufed by two writers whofe 
great names have given it a kind of import¬ 
ance. £>ue *was Arioflo in his comedies, the 
other Sauajzaro. in feme ai, the Eclogues in-. 
t tertperfed in his fathous book of the Arcadia. 
Ncverthelefs both ^Ariofto’s comedies and 
San&zza|o 4 s EcloguesVcre much prailed, but 
leldipm reprinted, ana^ feldom read; for, in 
» ' ^ight 
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fpight of name9, liftture fpeaks, and nature 
tells the Italians that of*the many metres, in 
which our.poetry has been forced by fanciful 
writers, flic doqs not approve Sofj this. I 
flfall give no fpecimen out of ArioJto’% corpe* 
dies, as his verfes, betides the defeat of end- I 
ing with a daftyle, have likewife the additional 
ditagreement of being blank ; but of the 
flippery verfes of Sanabaat'o this is a fpecimen J

mance, that one would almoft be inclined to

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Italians, as their examples feera rather con-1 
trived to difcredit than to encourage the ftiidjf 
of our language and poetry.

Only fhort trifles can be written in verfes 
of three or four fyllables. Metaftajid liimr 
fe ]f. Svho was more than any other Italian poet 
obliged to look often out for all poffible melo¬ 
dious meafures, refufed them a place in 
airs and choruffes, as utterly unmulical. “His 
predeceffor Apojlolo Zeno , whofc verfes feem 
to have, been lcanned on his fingers, wrote 
many of four, three, and even two fyllables ; 
but no body can read^his dramas without will¬ 
ing that his gift of invention*had been the lot 
of a man furnifhed with an harmonious foul. 
Yet verfes of four fyllables, when judicioufly 
mixed with thofe of eight, haVc a pretty cf- 
fedt, as in this canconet of Chiabrera:

One Pierjbeopo Alartelli of Bologna, a man of 
fome genius, not many years ago invented a 
verfe of fourteen fyllables, and wrote fome 
tragedies in it, protending that that was the 
properefl tferfe for the ftage. But his tragedies 
arc not read, in fpight of one Gohlotii, a modern 
comedy-monger, and foine other poetafters* • 
who have in my time endeavoured to revive a 
metre, that 1 think condemned by the nature 
of flur language to contempt and oblivionr-I 
have not Mattelli’ s works by me, therefore I 
givi jio f|>cchnen of his odd mcafurcs, but no 
lofs to the Englijh reader.
